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Town administrators

Town administrators are recommending a 1.9 per 
cent increase in municipal taxes for 2016. 

The increase was presented to councillors during 
an all-day meeting on Nov. 21 in which the operat¬ 
ing budget was presented to councillors for debate. 
The session was led by Nita Bartholow, the town’s 
chief financial officer, while managers of various 
departments presented their individual wants list to 
councillors for the upcoming year. 

The public relations budget of council has been 
tentatively increased by $3,000 to $7,000 for 2015 
to take into account an expected increase in the 
amount of requests for facility rental discounts. 

Council remuneration was suggested to increase 
as well, to $2,089 per month for the mayor from the 
current $2,025 per month. It was also suggested 
that the deputy mayor receive a $100 per month 
raise to $1,625 per month in 2015. Councillors 


recommending slight 

would receive a $38 per month increase to $1,247 
per month. 

The travel and subsistence budgets for each coun¬ 
cil member is suggested to increase by $1,000 per 
councillor to $4,000 each while the mayor's budget 
is scheduled to remain the same as 2014 at $5,0<X). 
Council members use these budgets to pay for travel 
and conference fees. 

Derek Sutherland, the town’s manager of protec¬ 
tive services, told councillors that because commu¬ 
nity peace officers are dealing with more weekend 
calls, it would be preferable to hire another commu¬ 
nity peace officer that could deal with traffic enforce¬ 
ment and assist with bylaw enforcement. 

A new officer would cost about $80,000 in 2015, 
plus an additional $5,000 for computer, phone, train¬ 
ing, and uniform costs. Sutherland estimated a new 
officer could generate $25,000 in revenue for the 
town, costing the municipality $50,000 in the first 
year. 

Because fire Chief Pat Doddman’s work duties

take him away from the community for extensive 
periods of time, administration recommended that 
Sutherland take on more of the chiefs administrative 
role in 2015. 

Sutherland said the fire department currently has 
35 members and has closed recruiting for the time 
being. He said one of the challenges the department 
had in the past was training new recruits several 
times during the same year, posing a challenge for 
those conducting the training. 

“Next year we really want to only have one rookie 
class,” he said. 

It was suggested that the town negotiate splitting 
the cost of a new set of self-contained breathing 
apparatus for all the firefighters with Mountain View 
County. The equipment is estimated to cost $158,000. 
Other equipment needs the fire department is asking 
for include replacing four positive pressure ventila¬ 
tion fans at $12,400 and sets of new bunker gear 
costing a total of $15,000.

and silent auction and raised more than $13,(XX) in dona¬ 
tions. 

Event organizer Cathy Jackson said the Venue Church 
is working with a church in Roret to help the community 
of about 4,(XX) develop a source of fresh water, medical 
care for the community and a school. The community’s 
water is rendered undrinkable by volcanic activity, has 
no medical care and no school. The nearest fresh water 
and school are about five kilometres from the commu¬ 
nity. 

“We just decided over the last few years ... that we 
wen* going to raise money to drill a well there for fresh 
water and also to develop a school and public health 
initiatives there,” she said. 

The church purchased land about two kilometres out¬ 
side the community in November 2012 to drill a water 
well on. Geologists have verified that the water on the 
land is drinkable, and now the church is in the process 
of getting title to the land. 

The nearest drinkable water is about five kilometres 
away but since it’s from a stream, it’s quite turbid and 
muddy, Jackson said. 

The church recently organized a kindergarten to 
Grade 2 school, but since only about 40 children attend, 
it’s hoped the school can be expanded in the near future. 
The next nearest school is five kilometres away. Families 
must pay for a uniform and all other expenses related to 
schooling. Children must also walk the five kilometres to 
go to the school. 

“If you can’t afford any of that, you don’t go to school. 
Lots of kids in the village don't go to school because they 
can’t afford it or they’re too young to walk that distance," 
Jackson said. 

The church is hoping to organize medical care in the 
community as well “We’d like to see if we can start some 
public health initiatives with those kids, maybe getting 
dental treatment first," she said.

Jackson said Venue Church is hopeful in developing 
many more initiatives in the community, but must make 
local contacts first. 

“In Africa, it’s about who you know. It’s really impor¬ 
tant to build relationships there so that’s what we’ve 
been doing for the last few years, getting to know who 
is in the community. But water’s the biggest thing right 
now. If we can get water in the village that’s going to be 
a huge thing,” she said.

Can extra 
taxation make 
for healthier 
residents?

With obesity among resi¬ 
dents of all ages continuing 
to be a health concern in 
Alberta and across Canada, 
the Canadian Medical 
Association has put out a 
call for government action. 

In its latest editorial in 
the CM A Journal, the asso¬ 
ciation said stemming the 
increase in obesity levels 
should involve not only more 
education and public aware¬ 
ness, but also government 
intervention in the form of 
higher taxes on so-called 

junk foods and drinks. 

“Our government needs to consider taxation as a 
tool to combat the consumption of these addictive 
food and beverages, just as it regulates the sale of 
alcohol and tobacco products for the purposes of 
population health,” write Dr. John Fletcher and Dr. 
Kirsten Patrick, the editorial’s authors. 

“We need incentive beyond educational messag¬ 
es. Strategies that include individual interventions, 
school-based nutrition and activity interventions 
should continue. 

“However we also need robust ways to restrict 
portion sizes and reduce the sale of sugar-sweet¬ 
ened beverages and other high-calorie, nutritionally 
poor food products.” 

With health-care costs continuing to climb, 
including in West Central Alberta, trying to ensure 
residents live healthy lives only makes sense, both 
financially and for society in general. 

Yet whether that worthwhile goal can be achieved 
by making junk food and junk drinks more expen¬ 
sive, and therefore presumably less attractive to 
people, remains an open question. 

The case of tobacco taxation may be a good 
example of what can sometimes happen when gov¬ 
ernments try to reduce bad behaviour by making 
people pay for their sins. 

While heavy taxation of cigarettes has probably 
led to fewer young people taking up the habit in 
recent years, it has also had the unfortunate side 
effect of leading to the governments themselves 
becoming “addicted” to tobacco revenue. 

Instead of putting the tobacco tax revenue direct¬ 
ly into health care, governments today put the 
money into general coffers, considering it to be part 
of the overall revenue stream. 

That, in turn, has arguably led to a marked reluc¬ 
tance on the part of some governments to take 
much stronger action against tobacco, such as out¬ 
right prohibitions. 

No one can doubt that Canada’s doctors have the 
health and welfare of citizens at heart when they 
make this call for the extraordinary taxation of junk 
food and junk beverages. 

Unfortunately increasing taxation by itself is 
probably no guarantee that people will gobble 
down less of the junk foods they love. 

What it would almost certainly guarantee would 
be a new government addiction to yet another 
sin-tax revenue stream, with all its future conse¬ 
quences.

After seven years of budget defi¬ 
cits and over $160 billion in new 
debt, the federal government con¬ 
firmed in its financial update on 
Nov. 12 that it expects to record a 
surplus next year. With the deficit 
set for elimination, now is the 
time to shift focus on ways to lay 
the foundation for stronger eco¬ 
nomic growth and increased pros¬ 
perity. Using the new fiscal room 
for pro-growth tax relief warrants 
serious consideration. 

Starting in 2015-16 and up to 
2019-20, the government expects 
to run cumulative surpluses 
of $31.2 billion. Its projections 
include an annual $3-billion con¬ 
tingency buffer, so the surpluses 
could actually total as much as 
$46.2 billion. That leaves substan¬ 
tial fiscal room for enacting tax 
changes that improve Canada’s 
competitiveness and put the 
country on a stronger economic 
footing. 

The expected surpluses would 
have been higher had the gov¬ 
ernment not already used part 
of them on a series of initiatives 
announced last month including 
family income splitting for tax 
purposes (limited by a cap), an 
expansion of the Universal Child 
Care Benefit, an increase in the 
Child Care Expense Deduction 
limit, a doubling of the Children's 
Fitness Tax Credit, and a new 
tax credit for small businesses. 
The cumulative price tag of these 
initiatives is $27.5 billion (from 
2014-15 to 2019-20) or roughly $5 
billion annually once fully imple¬ 
mented.

Tippe said as a result 
of the call, she informed 
the RCMP and Telus that 
someone was erroneous¬ 
ly using her telephone 
number. The RCMP 
advised her to contact 
the national anti-fraud 


centre. 

“My concern is I’ve 
never seen online call 
spoofing,” she said, not¬ 
ing that she wanted to 
make people aware that 
their telephone number 
could be hacked to per¬ 
petrate telemarketing 
fraud. “I truly think it 
would be a service to 
people.

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2015 budget ‘fair’ 
to taxpayers, 
says mayor

Mayor Rick Mousseau said he thinks the town’s 
provisional budget that will be passed in December 
is shaping up to be a good one in terms of achieving 
balance between giving residents the projects and 
services they want while keeping taxes affordable. 

Town administrators gave council members a first 
look last week at the 2015 budget that administra¬ 
tors had been working on for the last few months. 
Council members considered a combined capital and 
operating budget totalling $11,132,445 for 2015. As it 
currently stands, council members were favouring a 
1.9 per cent municipal tax rate increase for 2015. 

“As far as the tax rate, we’ll have to wait until what 
assessments are like when they come in in February, 
but as far as things are looking, it’s looking pretty 
good. 1 think (the increase) is pretty fair,” Mousseau 
said. 

Nita Bartholow, the town’s chief financial officer, 
said she tried in this budget to give residents the type 
of projects that would have curb appeal while also 
allowing for other necessary projects such as the 
lagoon upgrade. 

“Building a lagoon, people don’t see it. They see 
sidewalks, they see new roads, they see flowers ... 
and I want to see Main Ave. redone. And we are 
working toward having miyor projects (done in the 
near future). And there's a lot of work to get those 
projects set up and planning done," she said. 

Bartholow has included $800,000 in amortization 
costs in the budget this year, equalling about 80 per 
cent of the yearly total. 

She said ideally the town would fund more amorti¬ 
zation costs, but she hopes that can be increased in 
the future.

Librarian Inez Kosinksi 
said the library is asking 
for $180,000 for library 
operations, $20,000 to 
repair a leaky roof that 
also affects the town 
office and $8,000 for 
upgrades to the heating 
and ventilation system. 

Kosimski also said 
that the library board is 
actively saving money 
for a new library for a 
move at some point in 
the future. 

Bartholow said she 
believed that because 
the library is a munici¬ 
pal operation, the board 
shouldn’t be setting

money aside for capital 
needs, but should instead 
be concentrating on 
operations. Bartholow 
said she would research 
whether the board should 
be setting money aside 
for capital purchases 
such as a new building. 

There was some debate 
amongst council mem¬ 
bers about the support the 
town gives the Didsbury 
Museum, with most indi¬ 
cating they supported the 
museum and its mandate 
to tell the historical story 
of the community. It was 
suggested that the town 
give $30,000 for muse¬ 
um operations in 2015. 
Bartholow said the town 
has paid for the musuem's 
water and wastewater bill 
over the last few years 
and last year it totalled 
about $1,000. 

Bartholow said from 
a purely financial per¬ 
spective, she thought the 
town shouldn’t neces¬ 


sarily be supporting the 
museum. She said the 
town should support the 
museum’s efforts to gain 
more revenue from other 
sources. 

“It’s not a real positive 
thing for a municipality to 
contribute to a (non-munie- 
ipal function),” she said. 

Council members also 
went through a list of 
capital projects total¬ 
ling $849,000, with gen¬ 
eral agreement that 
some projects should 
go ahead in 2015, while 
others could be deferred. 
Council members agreed 
that roof repairs esti¬ 
mated to cost beween 
$40,000 and $60,000 to 
the town office/library, 
should go ahead in 2015. 
Other items council mem¬ 
bers thought they should 
support in 2015 included 
purchasing a steam unit 
to clear ice from drains, 
purchasing meter read¬ 
ing equipment, and pur-

chasing an LED sign to 
replace the current town 
sign near the entrance to 
town. 

Projects that were 
deferred for the future 
included improving 
the ball diamonds at 
Memorial Park, installing 
a chain-link fence at the 
public works shop and 
laying down chip seal on 
the road leading to the 
golf course. 

At the start of the dis¬ 
cussion on Nov. 21, Roy 
Brown, the town’s chief 
administrative officer, 
reminded council mem¬ 
bers that their job was 
to prioritize what they 
thought should be the 
immediate needs of the 
community. 

“We can’t afford every¬ 
thing. It comes down to 
priorities,” he said. 

Council members will 
go through the budget 
again during discussions 
on Dec. 9.

/ on October 28,1914 in 
Borodino, Bessarabia. 
Rumania. He was the oldest 
of three sons.

Emil loved the farm and helped with whatever 
he could as long as he was able. 

He was a life long member of Redeemer 
Lutheran Church in Didsbury and his greatest 
joy was seeing all of his family in church on a 
Sunday morning. 

Emil was predeceased by his wife, Hilda; his 
parents, Dan and Regina; brothers, Arnold and 
Robert; sisters-in-law, Marta and Linda; and 
son-in-law , Larry Krebs. 

He is lovingly remembered by his children. Art
